The scheme of dissevering Idaho and 


giving her parts to the adjoining States 
and Territories, is the offspiiug of the 
brain of William M. Stewart, who is 
theoretically a resident of the State of 
Nevada, and one of her United States 
Senators. 


While feeling the pulse of Nevftdans 


as to whether they would accept of his 
nominal residence in this State, and 
obey the behests of the corporations of 
which Senator Stewart is a servant,, and 
send him to the United States Senate, 
he advocated the swallowing up of 
Idaho by Washington Territory, Mon- 
tana and Nevada, and has ever rlone so, 
Siuce one of his arguments was that by 
ao doing, the power of Mormondom 
would be weakened, and it would be 
the step that would make that monster 
bow to the General Government. 


In addition to this sophistry, he urged 


it as an economic measure that the an- 
nexation of the part that woxild fall to 
tb'J lot of Nevada would iooroaae the 


• revenue of the State, which would 


materially decrease the burden oi run- 
ning the State's machinery. 


The unthinking did not consider that 


with increased territory, would come 
inoreaded demands on the State's ex- 
ohecquer. 


Long prior to the meeting of the Leg- 


islature, William M. Stewait visited 
Idaho as a missionary, and while there 
got a certain following. He succeeded 
in gettirg some of his conveits to -visit 
the Stewart Castle, in Carson City, and 
there discussed the questions connected 
with annexation. These visitors were 
members of the Idaho Council, nnd 
having been schooled by tbeir master, 
returned as fall-Hedged missiouuiifis to 
their constituents. 


For tbe time the unthinking accepted 


the teachings of the advocates of the 
new heresy; but SOOB, the wiser oa»s 
saw danger ahead, and cow, as with one 
voice, are opposing the measure. The 
Idaho press is forcibly combatting Sen- 
ator Stewart's pet scheme. 


To have Nevada ready to nwallow her 


share of the Territory, which is South- 
ern Idaho, Senator Stewart formulated 
a lot of wbereases, embodied in an Act 
with B "section," to give the consent 
of the State of Nevada to the annexa- 
tion of additional territory. 


This Act was crowded through the 


early part of the session of the last 
Legislature, under the prowess of the 
giant intellect of Senator Stewart, with- 
ont mature consideration. This action 
on the part of our Solons was ill timed, 
ill advised, and did not reflect the views 
of the thinking men of the State, who 
are, like the majority of the citizens of 
Idaho, opposed to the acquisition of 
further territory, unless it be that pait 
of California which Hea on the east side 
of the Sierras. 


The history oJ this annexation scheme 


ubould be studied by those who dan't 
father it, and who represent us in Con- 
gress; also, the prospective workings of 
it. 


Nevada has all the territory she wanta. 


She needs no outside aid to run her 
local government. She is now on the 
threshold of a new era of prosperity. 
With her one hundred and twelve 
thousand square miles of area, growing 
mining wealth, increased agricultural 
productions, large grazing interests, 
and freedom from debt, she is able to 
care for herself without any impolitic 


t annexation.

Southern California. Incidentally the 
following paragraphs appear in the let- 
ter for the benefit of Eastern readers: 
So unprecedented haa been the rush to 
this section that it has been difficult for 
persons to obtain the real truth.

papers of Northern California, aggrieved 
at seeing the tide of prosperity sweeping 
this way, have perhaps done little to 
present the country in its true light, 
while a few real estate men with their 
howlB about Paradise have hurt the 
country.

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—The Inter-Ocean's 


Washington special says: The report 
that Secretary Lamar has requested that 
all the bureau officers shall bring in 
their reports much earlier than usual 
this year, by the middle of September, 
if possible, has renewed the talk that 
Limar is to be appointed to the Su- 
preme Bench and that he wishes to pre- 
pare his annual report as early as possi- 
ble, in order that if it shall be deemed 
necessary that he shall take his seat 
upon the bench at the October term he 
oan do so. The interest in tbe Supremo 
Court vacancy has pretty well ended, 
for it is conceded by all Southern men, 
even by the supporters of those who are 
candidates for the place, that Lamar 
will receive the appointment if he oares 
to accept, but there is much interest in 
the probable successor to Lamar as Sec- 
retary of tho Interior. The gentleman 
now most frequeatly mentioned in this 
connection is Mr. Muldrow, at present 
First Assistant Secretary of the Interior. 
If Lamar is to be consulted Mnldrow is 
the person whom he would recommend 
for the position. 


SURVEYING.—The Carson Index-Un- 


ion, of Tuesday, says: 


Mr. H. H. Bence starts out to-day to 


survey and subdivide certain incomplete 
townships of government land, amount- 
ing to some 17 townships for the sur- 
vey of which he has the contract. The 
amount of work involves the running 
and making of some 880 linear miles. 
The country in which he has to operate, 
so we are told, lies north of the Carson 
river, commencing about six miles below 
Dayton and running east 36 miles, 
thence north taking in blocks of town- 
ships west of the Carson Sink striking 
the Central Pacific Kailroad about six 
miles west of Humboldt Lake. Mr. 
Benoe's source of supplies or head- 
quarters will be first at Dayton; second 
at Churchill or Marshland, and after 
working a sufficient distance north at 
Desert Station on the Central Pacific 
Kailroad or at Wadsworth, Hot Springs 
Station or some other station which is 
most convenient for this purpose. The 
assistants at present employed in this 
expedition are Floyd Alexander, Al 
Ferris, George Balford, Mr. Hoff, Mas- 
ters Eugene Haydon and Percy Elstuer, 
whose postoffice will be at Dayton until 
further notice.

TDK CAUSE OF Lo-,v WATEB.—For 


sometime those who uso the water in 
the river for diiving machinery, have 
been complaining of the manner in 
which the flow is regulated by parties 
in the neighborhood of Truckee. In 
fixiog the blame it now becomes appar- 
ent that those who were censured were 
not to blame at all. Mr. Lew Steven- 
son went to Truckee ou Tuesday, to in- 
quire into tho cause of tho srreaulor 
flow in the river, and soon learned that 
the mill companies at Truckee were 
entirely blameless. Mr. Kruger, Presi- 
dent of the Truokee Lumber Company, 
stated to Mr. Stevenson that he is will- 
ing to do nil in his power to assist those 
using water power below Truckee, but 
that the fault was in the river and not 
with those using water for milling pur- 
poses. If the millmen were to make 
any effort to monopolize the water, there 
would be none in the river. One party, 
who haa lived on the upper Truckee 
for years, stated to Mr. Stevenson that 
the flow of water from the lake was 
less than it had been for 17 years. All 
the water we receive comes from tribu- 
taries to the river between Truckee and 
Beno. The trouble is occasioned by ir- 
rigating ditches below Trnckee. 
The 


old ditches have been enlarged, and the 
flow of water through them consequently 
increased. The farmers are using every 
particle of water they can get, and the 
result is that the river at this point is 
very low. But for the manner of hold- 
ing water, adopted by the mill com- 
panies at Trnckee, Mr. Stevenson says 
there would not be a particle of water 
running in the river here. The mill- 
men are blameless, and have been un- 
justly censured. 


TBAMPS.—Something should be done 


to abate the tramp nuisance. Instead 
of diminishing, the number is constantly 
increasing. 
Big, 
stout fellows who 


could make a living anywhere, wander 
from place to place, disdaining to work, 
and pass about half their time in jail. 
There is no excuse at this season of the 
year for them to follow the life they do. 
Men are wanted in nearly every por- 
tion of the State, and good wages paid 
for labor. Those fellows who are too 
indolent to work when an. opportunity 
is afforded them, should, when arrested, 
be made to work out their time in some 
manner. The adoption of such a course 
would soon cause them to give Beno a 
wide berth. 
Sometimes good, 
hard 


working men are misjudged and taken 
for tramps; such men do not go hungry 
or lounge about our towns when they 
can obtain employment. 
Some plan 


ought to be devised to squelch the 
tramp nuisance, and hard woik will 
come as near doing it as anything else. 
Give them a dose. 


IMPROVED STOCK.— Nevada stockmen 


bave made greater strides in the im- 
provement of live stock than those of 
any other State considering the time 
that has elapsed sinae a movement in 
this direction commenced. 
To-day our 


State can boast of having horses, cattle 
and sheep that will compare very favor- 
ably with those in more favored States 
and wbere attention was paid to the 
better breeding oi stock long before oar 
star was plaeed upon our flag. At the 
present rate it will not be many years 
wben oar live stock, like our spuds, will 
be on a par with those anywhere in the 
Union.

Dan Sohl's Venture in Kcuo. 


For some time past, Dan Sohl, a well 


known Western Nevada butcher, has 
beeo looking for some place iu this 
State where be could enter into tbi 
business of sausage making, aud after 
looking over the field carefully, con 
eluded that Beno offered the best open 
ng for a venture of that description, 
He accordingly settled here, and com 
mcnced his search for a suitable place to 
build. 
After viewing the surroundings 


for a time, he at last concluded to pur- 
chase a *placa in the southeast suburbs 
of town, formerly owned by Mr. Blethen 
Ia order to command a water right, he 
was compelled to purchase more lane 
than be required for the business in 
which he was to engnge, and in tota 
bought a tract of 22 acres, admirably lo- 
cated and all of which can be irrigated. 
He went to work immediately to pul 
necessary improvements on the place, 
and net being able to briug water in 
high enough to answer his purpose, he 
purchased a No, 5 hydraulic ram, capa- 
ble of forcing a good stream of water to 
the height of 27 feet, to which pipes 
will be attached carryinpt the water to a 
tank placed thitt height above the ram. 
The little fellow does its work like a 
churrn, und those who wish to raise 
water for iirigutiog or other purposes, 
will do well to visit Mr. Sobl'fl place 
and watch the rarn in its never-ceasing 
labor. Immediately above the ram he 
has built a reservoir to hold water, and 
from which he can cut his supply of ice 
in the Winter. 
The slaughter house 


aad sausage factory will ba large and 
well-arranged, and BO situated that all 
the escape water will flow on his land 
below, which he intends to cultivate. 
Mr. Sohl was advised to build a water 
wheel, but after mature consideration 
thought otherwise, and (.scared the little 
ram, and is now well satisfied that he 
made a judicious investment. Dan is 
not a scrap sausage maker, and does not 
utilize dogs and cats iu manufacturing 
it, as all who know him will testify. 
He proposes to kill his meats expressly 
:or this purpose, and for drying aud 
making pressed corned beef. He under- 
stands the business in which he ia to on- 
gage thoroughly, 'and our people can 
rest assured that the cured meats they 
eat of his make, are fresh and pure 
Some of Mr. Sohl's friends wera dis- 
posed to make light of bi3 purchase, but 
if we mistake not, he will have the finest 
place in the suburbs of Beno when he 
rnproves it as he intends to do. Every 
particle of the land can be made to pro- 
duce well, and it ia his intention to clear 
t all off and plant the greater portion in 
berries, reserving a fine plat for fruit 
irees and a garden spot. The remainder 
will be seeded ID alfalfa, and used as a 
pasture. Dan is one of those enterpris- 
ng Germans who never give up, and will 
make the enterprise in which he is to en- 
:age a SU03esi. He is just such a citizen 
as Beno likes to welcome. The mater- 
al for< his building will soon be on the 
ground and no time will be lost in put- 
ing it up. Ha thinks he will be ready 
o commence operations next month. 
lis brother, who understands farming, 
will till the soil and Dan will make the 
ausoge. A stoam cutter will be used 
and none but the best of meats woiked 
ip. This Fall Mr. Sohl will build a 
new residence on the place and settle 
[own by the side of the Truckee a per- 
manent resident.

HYDRAULIC BAMS. — There is much 


and in the vicinity of Beno that can be 
rrigated through the medium of by- 


ruio rams, where the ditches are too 


ow to afford water. These rams are 
much better than any wheel, and are 
n the long run much more economical. 
Repairs are required continually on a 
water wheel, and in the Winter season, 
r in freezing weather, they are practi- 
ally useless. 
A hydraulic lam can be 


overed up so that the frost cannot in- 
erfere with it at all, and it is steady in 
ts action. A number 5 ram will force 
,880 gallons of water per day, through 
n inch pipe 27 feet above th'e ram. 
With greater pressure ti'ae amount could 


e materially increased, or by using a 
am of greater capacity. 
They will be
